resort to these methods but worgo still to 
outright doooption of voters. As an ex- 
ample of this it Is only necessary to refer 
to one muttcjr In the proclamation Just 
Issued by Chairman Jones of Arkansas. 
HD announces that whllo the Republican 
party In Its platform In St Louis declared 
thu purpose of thu party to bo to do all In 
Its power to further 
bimetallism, the 


course of Secretary Qngo has shown that 
tho Kopublloan party Intends to bind the 
people to tho tingle gold standard nnd 
"monopoly " Bo loaves out tbo foot tbat 
tbo Republican platform dcolnrod In favor 
of the "present gold standard ami bimet- 
allism." Junus don't state tbls,bowever, 
but lonvM those he Intends to devolve to 
draw the conclusion that tbo Bepublloun 
platform dcalarud in favor of a deuble 
standard and has since deserted that posi- 
tion, whloh IH untrue. 
The Republican 


party declared In favor of a single stand- 
ard,—tho prisent standtird, gold—and In 
favor of international bimetallism. 
It 


did not try to fool tho people on that 
question 
Tho lU'publlciui party does not

Shortly prior to tho presentation ofcthe 


recent petition and affidavits to the par- 
doning hoard, Mr, Whoelor came to my 
office and uiked me to sign Fauoce's peti- 
tion for purOon. 
This petition among 


othrr things, stfiiofl that the petitiouorg 
did not believe him guilty of the crime. 
1 asko1! Mr. Whoelor what, If any, newly 
discovered evldenoo tb. re was npon this 
question, saying that If there was any 1 
would de very glad to consider It, and if 
It wore such evidence na tn show Faunco 
probably Innocent I would sign bis potl- 
tlun and also, If desired, I would, as re- 
quired by law, prepare a statement of tbo 
facts In tbe case which be might have and 
ptfsent before the board. 
Mr. Wbeoler 


did not show or offer to show me thofio 
affidavits In bis possession, nor did be 
even advise me that he baa any, or that 
thoro had been any newly discovered evi- 
dence in tbe matter 
He claimed to me 


that Judge Hnghos bad written a letter 
stating chat be believed Faunco Innocent, 
and that If somebody did not move In the 
matter soon be would. 
I then tnlii Mr. 


Wheeler that I would write Judge Hughes 
and ascertain what newly discovered evi- 
dence hurt been presented to blm,and that 
If hit mind had been changed by It mine 
would also probably be changed. 
Mr. 


Wbeoler tbeo advised mo that this would 
not be wrrth wbi'e as he himself bad re- 
ceived a recent letter fmra-Judge Huubes 
in which Judge Hughes bad made sub- 
stantially tbe same statements (bat I bad 
mocio. 
Mr. Wheeler then took oat of his 


pocket the lettex of Judge Hughes and 
showed 1C to me. 
As no new evidence 


bad been submitted to me I could not 
well certify to tbe pardoning board Ibut 


had been presented to the pardoning board 
and Iat3 one evening Mr.Whee.ler brought 
these affidavits to my office with a certifi- 
cate already prepared for rue to fign 
certifying that tho parties making these 
affidavits had not testified upon tho trial 
ot Faunoe. I refused to sign tbls certifi- 
cate without examination of the affida- 
vits, which Mr. Wheeler very reluctantly 
gave me an opportunity of making. This 
certificate as prepared 
even went to the 


extent.of desiring me to certify that cer 
tain parties who had really bean promi- 
nent witnesses In tbe trial of Faunce, 
had not testified at bis trial. 


The examination of these affidavits, 


wbioh was made on tho ovoning they wore 
presented, was the first time that I bud 
over been shown these or any other affida- 
vits hearing npon tho question of the In- 
nocence of Faunce. After reading these 
affidavits I stated to a number of persons 
that if tho affidavits of Mrs. Showers and 
Mr. MoWitby and wife were true, there 
was a probability that Mauzy was yullty 
and that Faunce was innocent of this 
crime, and that as to the truthfulness of 
these statements made in these affidavits 
I wonld make a thorough investigation. 


Mr. Wheeler, nor any other person, has 


the right to assume or say what Influence 
thoso affidavits had upon my judgment as 
to tho guilt of Mauzy or the innocence of 
Fannoe. 
The truth or falsity of these 


affidavits Is the very quoction involved In 
tho tiial of Mauzy and the ono now being 
mast curefnlly investigated by the coun- 
sel for the defendant. 
And if tho friends 


of Mr. Fuunco, Including Mr. Wbcelor, 
will have the patience to wait until this 
question and all the facts and circum- 
stances touching it^ are presented l a t h e 
triul uf Mnuzy, they will;, then be able to 
fully jiuigo as to its t effect npon Mr. 
Faunae's chances for a pardon. 


In the interests of justice, I hopo that 


this case will bo allowed to bo tried in 
the court and not in tho newspapers, and 
that auy porsou who has any information 
bearing upon tbo question of the guilt of 
Mauzy, or that would [aid tbo counsel in 
proparlng the oase against him, will make 
It known to Mr. Crea or Mr. Leforgoe, if 
not to myself.

Havana inquiring Into the cause of the 
destruction of the Maine, that all foots 
oomlng to the knowledge of the board 
shall bo kept secret until the full investi- 
gation Is completed and tbe report Is 
made, Is entirely proper and will tend to 
give greater force to the report as finally 
submitted. Should It be discovered by 
tbe divers that there Is strong probability 
that the Maine was blown up by aooldent 
and that fact was given out It would re- 
sult la severe criticism upon tbo board. 
Then again, first Indications might be en- 
tirely destroyed by facts discovered later 
on, On tbo contrary should tbe tirst signs 
discovered be that the battleship was de- 
stroyed by treachery and these signs bo 
overruled by subsequent discoveries, tho 
American peoplo could not bo satisfied 
that tho board bad acted fairly In tbo 
matter. 


Premature expressions, an tho part of 


Spanish officials, havo done moro than 
any other one thing to confirm tbe Ameri- 
can pooplo In the oonvietlon that Spanish 
treachery was at the bottom of the de- 
struction of the Maine. As soon as tbe 
explosion occurred tbe Spanish aJmlral at 
Havana announced it was due to accident. 
Other Spanish officials, and Spanish news- 
papers, have done tbo samu without any In- 
vestigation of the matter whatever, 'J hey 
havo not even taken tho precaution to ad- 
mit that some Spanish crank might have 
dono It. This simply shows a desire to es- 
tablish an Impression that It was acci- 
dent, regardless of tbe numerous possi- 
bilities by whloh the Maine was wrecked

PASSED AWAY THIS MORNING 


At the Age of 59—Funeral to be Held 


Sunday in the East—Burial at 


Evanston

New York, Feb.''18.—Francos E. Wil- 


lard died at tbe Hotel Empire shortly 
after midnight this morning, frota influ- 
enza, complicated by pernicious auaornia.. 
Miss Willard has boon ill for many weeks, 
but only her most intimate frinnds knew 
that her condition wns serious up"to tho 
flrst ol tbe present week. 


Frances Elizabeth Willard was born at 


11 o'clock Thursday morning, September 
28, 1839, in a little homo In the principal 
street of Churohville, Monroe county, N 
Y., 14 miles west o( Rochester. 


Miss Willard left tha teaching profes- 


sion fur work in temperance in 1874. One 
day In September in that your n few wo- 
men assembled in ono of the prayer rooms 
of tho Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, adjoining Farwoll Hall, and elected 
Miss Willard president. There was no 
money In sight for the>ork, but tho ns- 
Foolation donated tbo use rf the room, 
and with no backing but a strong oonvn- 
tlon and set purpose she opened the first 
headquarters of tho Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, Sho started out to 
raise money for tho ouu=o, and boing un- 
known to fame spoke flrst in Princeton 
and came back with a collection of 17 as 
tho proceeds.
